Through the generosity of an 
alumna,, an unusual opportunity is 
being made available to a graduate 
of SJC. 

Elizabeth Humann Thieme 
graduated from St. Joseph's in 1937 
with Social Science as her major 
and Psychology as her minor. Msgr. 
William T. Dillon, then president 
of the College, suggested that she 
go into social work. Betty 
attended Fordham University School 
of Social Service from 1937 to 
1939, with tuition received from 
Bishop Molloy, who wanted Catholic 
young women to pursue- this 
profession. Now Mrs. Thieme would 
like another young person to have 
the same opportunity she was 
given; she will provide a 
scholarship for an SJC graduate to 
attend the Fordham University 
School of Social Service to prepare 
for a career in social work. 

Mary Elizabeth Farrell, 
Director of Alumni Relations, has 
provided this background on 
Elizabeth Humann Thieme. Betty 
worked for Brooklyn Catholic 
Charities until the war came, and 
in 1942 she joined the Red Cross 
Overseas Service. She served as a 
medical and psychiatric social 
worker and as Assistant Field 
Director in the European Theater of 
Operations. From 1945 to 1946, 
Betty was with the Red Cross at 
Camp Custer in Battle Creek, 
Michigan. She received the City of 
Antwerp Service Award in 1945 and 
the American Red Cross 
Distinguished Overseas Service 
Award in 1946. 

While overseas , Betty met 
Doctor E. Thurston, a thoracic 
surgeon. They married and had five 

children. While raising a family, 
Betty was a volunteer for the Red 
Cross, Catholic Social Service 
Board, PTA Boards, Republican 
Headquarters. She is a member of 
St. Joseph's Hospital Medical 
Auxiliary. .
